“The Japanese landed troops and 
attacked and captured New Chwang 
last evening, the Russians falling back 
to protect the railway.” 
St. Petersburg, May 4.—In a report 
received by the emperor from Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin it is stated that at 
least from 3,000 to 4,000 men were 
killed in the Yalu river fight 
St. Petersburg, May 4.—-Grand Duke 
Alexis has received th® following of­ 
ficial telegram from Viceroy Alexieff: 
“A fresh attack was made by the 
enemy last night with the object of 
obstructing the entrance to the port. 
It was successfully repelled. 
‘At I o’clock in the morning five 
torpedo boats were perceived near the 
coast from the eastern batteries. Un­ 
der the fire of our warships and the 
batteries they retreated southward. 
'At 1:45 o’clock the first flreship, 
escorted by several torpedo boats, was 
sighted and we opened fire upon it 
from the batteries and 
warships.

JUDGMENT AFFIRM3D

Lower Court Sustained !n Two Cases 
Appealed From Colum­ 
biana County. 
Columbus, May J —(Special.)—The 
supreme court has affirmed the judg­ 
ment of the Columbiana circuit court 
(ii the cases of Adolph Herter against 
Owen Smith 
and 
Joseph Hannuin 
against Andrew McGaffic. 
The lower 
court found for the defendants in er­ 
ror in each case. 
Smith sued Herter 
in the common pleas court for $864.02, 
claimed to be due on hinds he sol i 
the latter, and was given a verdict for 
the full amount, the circuit court sus­ 
taining the judgment. 
In the second case, McGaffic leased 
a farm in Yellow Creek township to 
Hannum, one condition being that the 
former was to receive a share of the 
products 
of 
the 
farm. 
McGaffic 
claimed this part of the agreement 
was not kept, so he sued Hannum for 
$156.60 and obtained a 
verdict 
of 
$45.45. 
Hannum claimed he lived up 
to the terms of the lease and appealer 
to the circuit court, which affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court. 
The decisions of the supreme court 
mean that H erter and Hannum must 
pay the judgments given against them 
in tile lower ourts.
